OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Primary school, summer term. Taught by Miss Annie L. 
Merrill, of Deering. A good teacher and the term was a very 
profitable one. B. 

Grammar school, summer term. Taught by,Miss Mary E. 
Whittemore, of Hillsborough. Miss W. is a fine scholar.and a 
good teacher; but failed to accomplish what she would do in 
some other district than herown. The fault was with the 
pupils and parents. B, 

Primary school, fall term. M. Isabel Ward, teacher, Hills- 
borough. This school is composed of scholars under seven 
years of age. Miss W. was interested in her school and suc- 
ceeded in keeping good order. A profitable school. I consider 
Miss Ward one of the best teachers for the young. Ww. 

Intermediate school, winter term. Taught by Miss Cora 
B. Lincoln, from Maine. The teacher was unfortunate in un- 
dertaking a school of the character of thisone. It commenced 
with thirty-one pupils and finished with eleven; and these 
few bore a good examination. But it is a fact that must be 
expressed here, that no teacher, however competent, can labor 
to advantaye in this district, while parents so inconsiderately 
sympathize with their children. They must visit the school, 
cooperate with the teacher, and thereby show that they are 
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willing to assist in training the children to become law abiding 
citizens, when by and by they come upon the “stage of action.” 
Reflect—and in most instances of crime, the first misdemeanor 
was disobedience in school. B. 

Grammar school, winter term. Taught by Mark M. Had- 
ley, of Hillsborough. Mr. H. is a teacher of supreme ability ; 
and in this school, he has had an ample field to work in. His 
labors have been crowned with success, and the school was all 
that could be wished. : B. 

Remarks by the teacher: “The attention of the S. 8. com- 
mittee is respectfully called to the number of instances of tar- 
diness and dismissal. <A large percentage of the benefit that 
might have been derived from the school, has been lost by ab- 
sence for a part or the whole of the day. Of course this fault 
is not chargeable to the scholars, as a general thing, but in 
neatly every instance to the parents. Can anything be done 
to remedy it ?” 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer term. Miss Annie M. Ray, Hillsborough, teacher. 
Both teacher and pupils were interested in their work, and 
great improvement was made. ‘The school passed an excellent 
examination.

In conformity with the laws of our state, we have herewith 
presented our annual report of the various schools in town, 
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and conclude by making a few remarks, which, we trust, may 
result in the good: of all concerned. 

First, itis of the greatest importance that the services of 
competent teachers be secured; and the greater number of 
those employed the past year are worthy of their calling. But 
there is not a sufficient degree of ambition displayed at the 
present time, by those presenting themselves for instructors, 
Every teacher who is thoroughly competent to teach, should 
possess very much more knowledge than is contained in the 
text-books of our common schools. Then let the school teach- 
er be more ambitious, gathering up facts, principles and gen- 
eral information, to interest and brighten the minds of those 
under his tuition. If teaching is not a teacher’s forte, then let 
him retire from the field of instruction. ‘The prudential com- 
mittee should always exhibit as much shrewdness in hiring 
a school teacher as in making a bargain for any other laborer. 

The parents every where in general, are too much inclined 
to submit the guardianship of their children to the teachers. 
They must do their duty better; and at once the benefit will 
be perceptible. Become acquainted with your school teacher, 
visit the school, and the interest that you manifest will greatly 
stimulate both teacher and scholars. And the delinquency of 
tardiness and dismissal may be mentioned here, (see tables for 
instances of both tardiness and dismissal). And will the pa- 
rents feel their responsibility in this great failing of duty ? 

Teach the children at home ¢o be prompt at all times. The 
lesson extends beyond the school room. Habitual prompt- 
ness makes every task easy. So itis a great kindness to the 
children to insist upon their being promptly at school, and it 
leads to habits of indolence in the school room to allow pupils 
often dismissed. 

If every one can fully realize the importance of the common 
school system—the home school where the greater part of the 
youth receive their education—they will lend a helping hand, 
and do their duty as we have tried to perform ours, B.
